This is because the most unbiased 
mind cannot resist the impression 
that the Singapore base. constitutes 
am unprecedentédly serious menace 
to Japan. British naval experts 
have for some time been predicting 
that ‘Japan would propose the 
abolition of the base at: the pre- 
sent Disarmament Conference, 
fact which evidently shows. that 
they themselves are fully aware 
that the matter ds sufficiently grave 
to justify eenious discussion at the 
assembly. Britain ‘persists in 
describing tho Singapore base’ as 


purely, defensive, but ahe has not’ 


explained against whose attacks it 
is being provided. At present, 
however, Japan is the only country 
that has a navy strong enough to 
conduct naval warfare in Chinese 
waters, “in the Southern Pacific or 
the Indian Scas,, If so, the con- 


clusion is inevitable that the-base ; 


scheme is not only uncalled for but 
positively harmful, for there is no 
danger of’ the Japanese ‘navy at 
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Japan Not Aggressive. 


‘If Britain cannot bring herself 
to put faith in Japan, there is no 
help for it. To us, Japanese, how- 
ever, it is absclutely absurd to 
talk of Japanese aggression against 
British territory.. lf Britain can- 
not rid herself of the: fear of 
Japanese aggression, she need only: 
approach Japan with. an. overture

The , Singapore base "is 
justified only on the assumption 
that Britain regards’ Japan as her 

tential enemy, for there is abso- 
utely no reason why a big naval 
port, should be built at'the huge 
cost of £20,000,000 where there. is 
no fear of, attacks from ‘an enemy. 
There-can be no idea of defence 
unless there -is-an enemy to deal 
with. In Britain’s eye, perhaps,, 
Japan figures as an énemy, but 4s
